MISSED BY GOLFERS.

He Was the Best Player of the St. Louis A.

A. and Was Much Beloved by Those
Who Played With Him How He

Converted Judge McCaffrey.

In the-- untimely and startlingly sudden
death of Lester Crawford, golf lost an ar-

dent follower, a fine player, a gentleman
Jn tho highest and most liberal application
of the term. He was the best player the
St. Louis A. A. possessed. At the time of
his death, almost up to the very day of it.
lie was playing as good golf as any man in
St. Louis. He died on Tuesday evening. On

' the previous Friday the writer had the
pleasure of playing him a round at Forest
Park.

It was rare pleasure to play golf with
Lester Crawford. He was a thorough golf--- r.

Though he took the game up late in
life, wnen he was 41. he became quite ex-

pert. He loved it. What a genuine pleas-

ure it was to him to tee a good shot made
liy himself or by his opponent: It was all
the same to him so as it was a good one.
He played a little every day, and was con-

stantly improving. Many people looked for
Jlr. Crawford to cut quite a swath in the
fall tournaments. The last tournament the

ST. LOUISANS WHO
CAN PLAY TENNIS.

DWIGIIT F. DAVIS OF THIS CITY IS
BATED AS A CII.VMPIOX WITH

THE RACKET.

Dwight F. Davis, of whom so much is
heard nowadays as a champion tennis
player. Is a young man of St. Louis who
was born here twenty-thre- e years ago. He
is a son of the late John T. Davis, the
wealthy dry goods merchant, and Is a mil-
lionaire In his own right.

As a youngster Davis attended Smith
Academy and took great interest in all
branches of athletics. In the fall of 'S3 he
was playing on the Smith football team in
a game against the Alton Military Acad-
emy, and .was seriously injured on tho
head. This resulted In his giving up that
game and devoting all of his spare time
to tennis.

Mr. Davis graduated from Smith Acad
emy in 1S5S. entering Harvard the fall of
that year. For two years in college nothing
was heard from Davis In athletics, but In
1S39 he blossomed forth as a
star In his favorite game, winning the In-

tercollegiate championship with apparent
ease. Later in the season he went through
all the preliminaries and semifinals of the
national championships at Newport until
he met Malcolm Whitman, who defeated
him In a very colse contest. Inasmuch as
Whitman was undefeated in 1SD9, and this
year has already suffered two defeats, and
both of them at the hands of Dwight Davis,
It is not expecting too much of Mr. Davis
to Eay that he has moro than an even
chance to win the championsnlp cf 19C0.
The National Lawn Tennis Association
gives out a list of tho good American ten-
nis players each year in the order of their
ability, basing the calculations otrictly en
the form displayed In championship con-
tests; in the standing of 1899, Dwlgnt Davis
is placed second to Whitman. Mr. Davis,
with his college partner. Ward, holds the
national championship at doubles, won at
Newport last season. This team has held
the intercollegiate championsnlp at doubles
for two years.

Ho is a flue type of
man, big. lean and sinewy.

"Strikes seem to bo Infectious amonsc
caddies, and the boys are becoming so de-
cidedly Independent that it will soon be
found necessary to rule them with a rod of
iron. In tho first two or three Instances
the players by whom these rebellious sub-
jects were employed yielded to their de-
mands, as they wcro for the most part
reasonable, but of late tho caddies have
revolted on the least provocation. The lino
must be drawn somewhere, and tho most
lenient golfers are beginning to realize this
fact.

"In relation to the management of the
games, it is good, in a way, providing you
knew the language and customs of the
country.

&liall call the name three times before the
contest becins. If vou do not respond you
are counted out. Several Princeton

and Orton. Holman and Dvoraek
of Michigan, vc-r- lying under a tree, watch-
ing the racers, and. not being able to un-
derstand French, failed to respond to the
call of their names. When they nppearcd for
the pole vault, just after the first vault,
they were not allowed to compete, thus
causing some unplCTSnnt talk and lots of
argument, in which vigorous French and
American adjectives were beautifully mixed
up.

"Another Incident will illustrate: When
tho prizes were given out by tho French
officials, .Mr. Tysoe of England was called
by tho Frenchman as 'Monsieur
and It was not until an Interpreter called
for Mr. Tysoo that tho latter appeared.
John Flannigan was also a victim of the
French pronunciation. Ho was called 'Mon-
sieur Flan-I-gaw- ,' and since the meeting
the American champion hammer-throw- er Is
known among his Paris associates as
'Flan-I-gavv- .'

"The grounds where the championships
were held were those of the Racing Club.
In the Bois do Boulogne. They were pretty
grounds. Indeed, but not laid out, as ours in
America, for the purpose of accommoda-
ting thousands of people. It is what wo
would call a country club. Tho track Is of
grass, and that to a certain extent handi-
capped our boys. The jumping places were
fairly good, and for the broad jump they
have more of an incline toward the take-
off than we have In America. The boxes
for the discus and hammer were good, the
earth being packed solid, and In some re-
spects it was superior to the average
American grounds from which our boys
are called upon to throw.
